Vagrancy 


Yet, unless the additional and 
increasing population can be: ab- 
sorbed reasonably quickly it looks 
certain that a great number of 
even the best of its units—to say 
nothing of the. weaker elements— 
must gradually but inevitably sink 
into a state of vagrancy, : 

it is o long time since vagrancy 
became commen in this country. 
The word itself was used officially 
400 yearg ugo in 1547. About
